Securities and Exchange Commission 
and a U S Senate subcommittee on 
m ultinational corporations about 
payoffs to foreign officials. On Sunday, 
the Arizona Republic quoted him as 
saying cash payoffs of $10,(100 to $20,000 
were made to the American officers at 
Christmas as Pentagon officials looked 
the other way.

Dr Brian Marsden of the Center for 
Astrophysics in Cambridge, Mass , 
says th** comet will br best visible 
from Wednesday to Sunday about an 
hour before .sunrise 
Cornet West should appear like a 
bright, elongated streak of light just 
above th** eastern horizon, slightly 
south of Uh* rising sun On Wednesday, 
Uh* comet should appear about 
5 
degrees above the horizon, rising 
higher each day so that it appears at 14 
degrees by Sunday. 
Marsden said the planet Venus will 
appear in the general aren but should 
not Ik* confused with the comet 
"Venus will tx* brighter and, of 
course, won’t have a tail.” he said.

Bees said Sunday as he read a news 
story saying his father fed oil indastry 
secrets to Soviet intelligence agents 
ami became a double agent for the FBI 
in 1971 when federal agents told him 
they knew of his work for the Russians 
Recs was found shot to death Sun­ 
day, hours after the Dallas Times 
Herald exposed hts alleged espionage 
activities. 
"He was absolutely the last person in 
the world I would expect that of," said 
a woman neighbor who asked not to lie 
identified 
The younger Recs said th#* family 
liad no idea of his father's alleged 
industrial spy work The newspaper 
story said the 69-year-old former 
engineer with the Mobil Oil Co. ad­ 
mitted taking money for industry in­ 
formation, and that the Soviet Union 
aLso gave him a medal and a $5,000 
pension. 
Dr. Marcus Cox. an assistant state 
medical examiner, said an autopsy he 
performed Sunday showed Recs died 
of a single bullet wound to the head. 
Cox said the gun was placed against 
Rees* right temple and the bullet 
exited from the other side of his head 
Hts liody was found by his wife Ann 
on the couch in his study at about 7:45 
a m., about 15 minutes after the 
shooting, state police said Authorities 
reported she said she did not hear a 
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shot 
State police said they were in­ 
vestigating the death as an "apparent 
suicide." 
Rees’ son, a liearded 31-year-old 
Junior high school science teacher 
from Ashfield, Mass., said he thought 
his father shot himself because “he 
was depressed about getting older and 
sick He had lost his memory a couple 
of times This is a total shock.” 
Neighbors in the cluster of one-and 
two-story 
condom iniums 
in

fashionable retirement community of 
Heritage Village said Bees was a 
quiet, friendly man who loved good 
books and classical music. 
"He didn’t seem depressed,” said 
Fugene Kiernan, who lives across a 
driveway from the Bees home. 
Kiernan said he last saw Bees a week 
ago and "he seemed in excellent spir­ 
its.” 
Kiernan added: "The question that 
comes to my mind is: Who blew his 
cover7’ He was working for the FBI;

Supermarket shopp4*rs got a break 
on prices during February, but the 
declines failed to offset months and 
months of steady increases over the 
last three years, an Associated Press 
marketbasket survey shows. 
The AP drew up a random list of 15 
commonly purchased food and nonfood 
items, checked the price at one super­ 
market in each of 13 cities on March I, 
1973 and has rechecked on or alxtut the 
start of each succeeding month. 
Among the highlights of the latest 
survey: 
The marketbasket bill at the 
checklist store declined 
during 
February in 12 cities, down an average 
of 2.7 per cent. The only increase 
2.2 


p4*r cent 
was at the checklist store in 
Seattle. 
During 
January, 
the 
marketbasket bill declined at the 
checklist store in IO cities. 
The marketbasket totals have 
declined from levels of a year ago, but 
prices remain considerably higher 
than they were at the start of the 
survey. 
Comparing marketbasket totals at 
the start of March 1976 with those three 
years earlier, the AP found the hill was 
up at the checklist store in every city, 
with an average increase of 29 per 
cent. 
The increases hit hardest during 1973 
and 1974, then eased last year as sugar 
prices declined. The Ai* found the 
marketbasket total at the checklist 
store decreased during the last 12 
months in ll cities.

Rhodes announced he signed the bill 
Sund'iy. If he had waited until today, 
the pay hikes would bt* postponed by 
two years since state officers cannot 
receive pay hikes in midterm. Election 
official terms begin on March I. 


The new law raises the pay for 
election board members by about 30 
per cent.

would be home of the nation’s only 
memorial to a Hevolutionary War 
unknow n soldier under plans approved 
Friday by the Ohio Historical Society. 
The memorial, a landscaped terrace 
containing a crypt and bas relief of a 
Revolutionary War soldier, would be 
built at Ft. I -aureus on the Tuscarawas 
River in Bolivar 
"The mem orial will be dedicated to 
all those veterans of the American 
Revolution who fought for American 
independence and then m igrated to the 
Ohio fro n tier and se ttle d ," said 
Michael Devine, adm inistrator of the 
Ohio A m erican R evolution B icen­ 
tennial Advisory Commission. 
Ohio is a particularly fitting site for 
such a m em o rial because m ore 
R evolutionary W ar v eteran s a re 
buried here than in any state except 
M assachusetts, Devine said 
The Continental Congress often paid 
soldiers in land rather than cash for 
their service, and troops m igrated to 
the Ohio country for 30 years after the 
conflict, Devine said. 
I ast of the memorial was estim ated 
at $14,500 to come from $40,000 of 
federal funds for celebration of the 
nation's 200th birthday, July 4, 1976. 
The Ohio bicentennial commission, 
which already has approved up to 
$30,000 for the project, would provide 
matching funds if the government re­ 
quires it, Devine assured the trustees.

But his mother, Kathy President, 
said Friday she is sending her son to 
live with his father in another city for 
his own protection. 
"It's mostly the teen-age gangs," 
she said. " It’s not too good. The best 
thing is to send him somewhere until 
things cool off." 
Mrs. ITesident said I-eon has been 
beaten and threatened with death by 
the gangs in Hollywood He is now 
escorted to and from school bv her 19- 
vear-old stepson, she said. 
"H e’s not afraid of them ," she said. 
He just wtslies tliey’d leave him 
alone. A lot of pressure’s been on him 
and it will bt* good for him to get 
aw ay.” 
It began last September when I-eon 
became suspicious of the sudden af­ 
fluence of four neighborhood friends 
He knew that several elderly residents 
of a Hollywood apartm ent house had 
been recently burglarized.

Hi’ 
I ’ve been in Africa almost six 
months so I figured I should write 
Wow! Africa! It certainly is dif­ 
ferent from anything you could 
possibly imagine, and a lot different 
from the USA 
First, there are no lions in the 
streets, or spear-throwing classes at 
the schools. Things, on the whole, are 
very civilized. They have TV, true it is 
in black and white, has only one 
channel, and has mainly American 
reruns, but it is still TV. 
They have movies 
highly cen­ 
sored. and even a radio with one main 
channel The radio station plays the hit 
parade for a half-hour on Saturdays It 
must be hard to cram the “ Top 20’s” 
into a half-hour, but they try- and 
somehow succeed 
School is very, very different. 
Kveryone wears a uniform The boys’ 
outfit consists of khaki shorts, shirt, a 
striped tie, black shoes, and a straw 
hat called a “ basher.” On dress day, 
boys wear long pants and blazers The 
girls wear blue skirts, white tops, 
striped ties, anklet socks, black shoes, 
and the “ basher.” They even require 
regulation blue underwear! 
When a teacher enters the room, one 
stands up and answers all questions 


with “ Yes, sir," or “ No, ma’am " I 
created a scandal by greeting my 
Kngllsh teacher with a “ H i!” and the 
whole class became tastantly dead 
quiet What could I do, but apologize’’ 
Girls are not allowed to wear make­ 
up or jewelry, and dating Is frowned 
upon As a matter of fact, kissing on 
school grounds can lead to expulsion’ 
The students don’t even dare to hold 
hands’ At the big school dance, like 
our prom, the band had to play all fast 
music, and partners had to stay IS 
inches apart. 
F.very 
morning, 
we 
have 
an 
assembly as there are no PA systems 
During this assembly, hymns are 
sung, the Bible is read, the headmaster 
gives a prayer, and general an­ 
nouncements are given 
After school, there are sports, all 
compulsory 
The girls have track, 
tennis, swimming, softball, and 
hockey. The boys play cricket, rugby, 
soccer, hockey, tennis, track, and 
swimming. 
Academically, the school is on a 
somewhat higher level than most 
schools in the USA. All subjects are 
academic, and usually require four 
years of study I find the classes very 
dull as the .students are not recognized 
for 
individual 
merititous 
work. 
Passing a huge exam at the end of the 
year is what matters. This exam lasts 
for two weeks and several days are 
devoted to each subject Three of these 
exams are given throughout the 
students’ school career The first two 
enable them to go on to the next grade, 
but the last one is most important. It 
must be passed in order to attend the* 
University. Consequently, they spend 
most of their time studying and little 
time is left for other pursuits

Dual, community-based finns fonn 
the bedrock of our economy and help 
shape our social institutions and our 
political democracy.

Small businesses remain a vital part 
of their communities and of

national economy The people who own 
the local businesses and who work in 
them produce the highest return to the 
community and are the most con­ 
cerned about improving its parks, its 
schools, and its hospitals. 


The small business arena is where 
the action is 
and where it all started. 
After all, the giant companies of today 
began as small businesses. More than 
half of all major inventions have come 
from small business and individual

They are the traditional 
source of local and national economic 
growth 


Our recession has hurt small 
business, but even in the I jest of 
economic 
times,

businessman must scramble to stay 
competitive with his larger corporate 
counterpart. 
The 
biggest 
need today

adequate financing, and when capital 
markets are tight, small business feels 
the pinch first. The real culprit is the 
Federal Government. Currently, total 
government borrowing will bike more 
than HO per cent of the net amount 
available in private capital markets. 
As record federal deficits continue to 
mount, government financial needs 
tend to squeeze out the small - and 
even medium-size businesses. If credit 
is available at all for small firms, it is 
at extremely high interest rates and on

checks were reportedly stolen from an 
unattended HUD vault during office 
hours "No theft report has been filed 
to date by HUD," Siltier! noted. 
Silbert reported that transactions in 


the five months the fencing operation 
had been under police auspices totaled

lawrence R. Hughes, K-66 Columbus, 
covers employes of the Department of 
Rehabilitation and Correction and the 
Ohio Youth Commission. 
Hughes likened the bill to "combat 
pay," 
because, 
he said, 
working 
around often hostile prisoners is a 
dangerous job. 
Prison employes off work for long 
periods due to job-related injuries now 


must depend on workmen’s com­ 
pellation, he said. 
Under Hughes' bill, workers may 
apply for workmen's compensation 
only after the 120 days are exhausted 
"One thing it does, it keeps them 
going, gives them a little break," 
Hughes said. "They (prison officials! 
feel that it will really help as far as re­ 
cruitment of penal institutions.” 
Hughes said the cost of the operation 
is nominal. "It’s just the difference 
between their workmen’s comp and 
their regular salary, which is very, 
very low. We’re not talking about 
hardly any money." 
The employes are covered only as 
long as Hwy are injured while acting 
within their jurisdiction, Hughes said 
Hughes said 17 corrections workers 
and 65 GYC employes were injured by 
inmates last year.

Can Be 4-H Project

Kef bushing Furniture is a great 4-H 
project for anyone who likes to make 
something new out of something old. It 
Likes,i lotot time, patience, liard work 
and edam grease to totally refinish a 
piece of furniture, but the finished 
product is something to really la- proud 
of Probably the nicest thing about 
refinishing furniture is that a person 
can decide before he starts just how he 
wants his finished product to turn out 


The requirements of the project are 
to refinish either a large piece of 
furniture, several smaller pieces, or 
woodwork such as kitchen cupboards, 
or wood trim around a room; to learn 
about what kind of material is tiest for 
the wood of the piece to be refinished; 
to learn the characteristics and 
qualities of wood; und to keep accurate 
records of what is used, how much 
time is spent, any problems, and the 
results of the work. 


The first thing to do when shirting 
this project is to decide on what to 
refinish Then Consider the materials 
available to work with. the space, the 
time it would Like, and how much 
money is to be silent. Next study the 
condition of the piece, this could have 
an affect on what kind of finish 
remover will be used, since there are 
many high quality products on the 
market 
Koniovv all ut the old finish from the 
piece, and make any repairs which are 
needed Sand the piece to smooth the 
surfac e of the wood, then apply the 
linish 
The finish for the piece should be 
chosen with the use of the piece in 
mind There are two main types of 
finishes Opaque finishes cover woods

He 
said he has asked for a (General 
Accounting Office probe of the matter 
A spokesman for the Social Security 
Administration said mere h nothing to 
indicate Social Security was not reim­ 
bursed for the costs of administering 
SSI. 
Vanik said an expected $3 billion 
deficit in the trust funds has prompted 
President Ford to ask for increased 
Social Security rates and reduced 
benefits in this year's budget.
